It was announced, shortly after 
the meeting opened, that the 
finance committee approved the ap- 
propriations made jn Article 1, 2, 
and 3, disapproved all the others. 
At the end of the meeting, Articles 
1 and 2 had been passed as read, 
Articles 3 and 4, calling for appro- 
priations totaling $3,393 had been 
whittled to $1,600, Articles 5, 6, 7, 
8 had been referred to the regular 
town meeting or tabled indefinitely. 


Three of the articles were spe- 
cifically for civilian defense, calling 


for appropriations of $11,500 for 
expenditure by the selectmen, 
$1,325 by the Board of Public 


Works, $2,068 by the Tree Warden, 
for a total of $14,893. The first was 
passed intact and unanimously, 
while the other two were combined 
for a joint appropriation of $1,600, 
and a total of $13,100. 

The chiet controversies of the 
evening, however, came on three 
non-defense articles in the warrant, 
the purchase of a “large flat-body, 
heavy duty dump truck” for the 
Board of Public Works, and the 
acceptance as a public way and 
purchase of the water mains on 
Princeton avenue, Shawsheen 
Heights. 


B. P. W. HEAVY TRUCK 

On the first article—second in 
the warrant—Chairman of the 
Board Sidney P. White pointed out 
that, three weeks ago, his depart- 
ment was askd to determine what 
sort of equipment would be most 
useful to it in the event of an 
emergency. Economy, of course, 
was an important consideration, 
and the purchase of a truck was 
decided upon as important in emer- 
gency work, but of great assistance 
to the department even in the or- 
dinary course of its duties. If the 
motion were rejected, he said, the 
board would still do its best to ful- 
fil its part in the emergency, but 
a new truck would be of great ad- 
vantage. He made the motion that 
the article be adopted as read. 

Saul Shtrumpfman of Argilla road, 
however, objected to the proposal, 
and asked Mr. White to what use

He replied that 
the truck would be equipped, not 
only with a hoist, but with a winch 
capable of lifting 20 tons, and he 
pointed out that the winch, located 
directly in back of the cab, would

TWO TRUCKS OR ONE? 


Mr, Shtrumpfman asserted that 
the truck would be useful in the 
regular work of the department, 
but not in emergency work, Charg- 
ing that the board was trying to 
obtain equipment that would not 
be given it by a regular town meet- 
ing, he said that the first consid- 
eration in an air raid is to rescue 
people trapped in bombed _build- 
ings, and to shut off gas,’ water, 
and telephone connections. Since 
the companies in charge of ‘these 
facilities would be unable to take 
care of every necessary action, he 
advised that it would be much bet- 
ter to get two small trucks, better 
able to cope with the situation than 
one large one, 

Leonard James, chief air raid 
warden, pointed out that turning 
off electricity, gas and water is the 
responsibility of the companies 
owning these utilities, and that Mr. 
White’s truck would be kept at the 
central headquarters for the uSe of 
rescue and demolition squads. 
Some sort of truck, he said, was 
necessary for the heavy work that 
would undoubtedly be required. 

Mr. Shtrumpfman raised another 
point, that the Board of Public 
Works has only men enough to 
take care of its regular work, and 
that there was no telling how 
many workers would be required, 
sum of $6,000 to be spent for the 
purchase of tools and equipment, 
not of a heavy truck, be made in 
the interests of civilian defense.

Chairman Fred Smith of the 
school committee spoke on Article 
5, dealing with an appropriation of 
$549.60 to pay bills for tuition con- 
tracted for during 1937, 1938 and 
1939 with the town, of North Read- 
ing. Turner stated that the finance 
committee had never seen the bills,

Monday night’s town meeting did 
something funny; it voted a sum 
of money to the Board of Public 
Works with the implication that in 
the event of a bombing it would be 
up to that Board to remove the 
trees from the road.

-Quite a few people have ex- 
pressed an opinion since . town 
meeting that the amounts voted for 
civilian defense should not have 
been voted. Most of the people who 
express this feeling were either not 
present at, the meeting or were 
present and did not vote “No.” 
The number of people at that meet- 
ing is discouraging to those who 
feel that we participate as much 
as possible in the governmental 
functions that Democracy allows 
us to; if Monday night’s meeting 
did not express the wishes of the 
majority of our voters, then it was 
only because the majority stayed 
at home. 


Before the town meeting the 
Taxpayers’ Association sent out a 
card urging taxpayers to attend the 
meeting. It said: “You should be 
present to cast your vote, basing it 
on your opinion (1) of how likely 
Andover is to be bombed, and (2) 
of whether the equipment asked is 
actually needed, in the event of a 
bombing, to keep human and prop- 
erty injury down to a minimum and 
to restore the essential public serv- 
jces and facilities. to. effectiveness 
in the least possible time after the 
bombing.” 
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That advice was heeded; at 
least those who came did eliminate 
items which apparently had noth- 
ing to do with handling an emer- 
gency. But few came; those who 
didn’t, have mo call to criticize the 
actions of those who did. If they 
wanted it different, they should 
have been there. 

It was the first time that An- 
dover has spent money and hoped 
that it would be a waste of money. 
No one wants to see all these prep- 
arations forced into use by a bomb- 
ing; however, those who attended 
that meeting felt that the town 
probably ,wouldn’t be bombed, but 
if the long chance came that it 
were, they didn’t want to be caught 
in the same figurative state of dis- 
habille that those who were in 
charge at Pearl Harbor were 
caught in. We all put money into 
fire insurance, but we most certain- 
ly hope that we won’t have occa- 
sion to collect on it. 


Some people laugh at some oth- 
ers for being worried about An- 
dover’s getting bombed. They’re 
not worried; they werely want to 
be prepared. Just a few weeks 
ago Japan was considered a push- 
over, and Hawaii was too far away 
to be bombed by the Japs. All the 
experts knew that it was an im- 
possibility. Any who thought dif- 
ferently were scoffed at. And we 
had an island called Guam. Military 
leaders wanted it fortified, but Con- 
gress dillied and dallied. We re- 
peat: we HAD an island called 
Guam. 


We don’t think Andover will be 
bombed; we think the chances are 
very, very remote that she will be, 
and if she is, it probably won’t be 
much. But if anything has been 
taught by the past two years of 
Nazi warfare, it is that anything 
can happen, and if anything can 
happen let’s not fortify ourselves 
only with the pat phrase: “It can’t 
happen.” The Japs never could take 
the Philippines; well, the push- 
overs are making a pretty good at- 
tempt at it. And if they can do 
that, the Nazi can take Greenland 
and Iceland and all the other bases 
that we have protecting our coast. 
Then they won’t worry about 
where their bombs are dropping; 
they’ll just let them go.
